Shall Lesser Criminals be 
Tried by Juries ?

Other 
Item s

Interest Which 
Happened Yesterday—All 
For a Dollar. 


The vagrant question, which has it# 
most im portant phase in the considera­ 
tion of the “ mac” or pimp, has assumed 
new shape by the decision of Judge Aus­ 
tin this week in the Kane case. 
It has 
been growing more and more difficult to 
convict a vagrant if he chooseB to de­ 
mand a jury trial. 
The average vagrant, 
pure and simple, is willing to stand a 
trial 
before 
the 
coart, 
but 
the 
‘m ac,” 
who 
usually 
has 
money 
and 
influence 
always 
insists 
th at 
twelve men be im paneled to try his case. 
Half a dozen of the worst characters in 
town have been tried in the last few 
weeks and have uniformly gotten off by 
the hanging of juries or by acquittal out­ 
right. 
Justice Austin, who has been 
making a special study of the m atter, 
has suddenly resolved to test the policy 
which has been followed in other States 
of the Union and in several counties in 
this State, th at of 
refusing a jury 
trial to defendants charged with vagrancy. 
The decision was first given in the case 
of Ed. Kane, who was brought to trial 
on the 16th for vagrancy. A jury was 
dem anded and refused. A motion to 
continue was also denied. The trial then 
proceeded, but one of Kane’s attorneys 
hastened over to Judge Cheney and, stat­ 
ing the case, asked for a writ of review, 
which was granted. The trial came to 
an abrupt close, and yesterday Justice 
Austin appeared before Judge Cheney to 
state 
the 
grounds for the position 
which he had taken. It was finally 
decided to subm it the case by brief an a 
it will in all probability not be decided 
for ten days. 
In the meantime the caso 
of the People vs. Ed. Kane is postponed 
until November 9th. 
The position occupied by Justice Austin 
is that when the constitution provides for 
the right of every man to dem and a trial 
by jury it refers only to those crimes in 
which such a trial is allowed by the 
common law and not to misdemeanors. 
Vagrancy is a misdemeanor and for th a t 
reason does not come under the common 
law provision. 


A ll l o r a D o l l a r . 
Alfred Straub, who used to serve as a 
waiter for A. Hoffman, at the E intracht 
saloon on Fort street, yesterday had his 
former employer arrested and tried on 
the charge of disturbing the peace. The 
caso came before Judge King and re­ 
sulted in the discharge of Hoffman. 
It 
appeared from the evidence taken th at 
when Straub was .dismissed from 
ser­ 
vice, one dollar was still due him . 
He 
said he experienced some difficulty in 
collecting this sum and called several 
times for that purpose. 
Last Monday 
Straub went into the saloon and asked 
for the cash. 
“ I will go out into the kitchen and get 
it,” said Hoffman. / ‘Wait here untü I 
come back.” 
Alfred waited until he made up his 
mind that Hoffman was not coming back 
and then he bolted into the kitchen. 
“ Get out of here,” roared Hoffman. 
“ Don’t you know that it is one of the 
rules of this place that no one can come 
into the kitchen?” 
For an answer Alfred lit out with his 
right and took Hoffman in the eye, in­ 
flicting a discoloration which was' quite 
visible when he appeared in court to-day. 
The Court evidently considered that if he 
had disturbed the peace he had been 
sufficiently punished.

In the United States Court yesterday 
41 curious case came up for trial. 
It was 
the case of Bill W haley, Poncho Fran­ 
cisco, Salt Lake Pete and Juan Chino, 
who were charged w ith the m urder of an 
Indian 
medicine m an 
nam ed 
Juan 
Batista, on the Tulare reservation. The 
story of the killing of Batista is some­ 
what as follows: In the tribe of Ind ane 
on the Tulare reservation was one Jim 
Hunter, who was possessed, so the In­ 
dians state, with a handsome wife with 
whom the medicine man Batista had 
fallen in love. 
Batista, in order to re­ 
tain his power over the tribe, worked a 
good deal on their superstition, and on 
several occasions he was heard to say 
that he had been given the power of re­ 
moving any of the tribe who displeased 
him by means of poison. Witnesses were at 
hand yesterday to prove that this was 
the form of threat he used when angry 
at a member of the tribe. W hen he be­ 
came enamored of Chief H unter's wife 
he threatened to destroy the man who had 
possession of the woman. 
Prior to this 
however a number of 
those against 
whom he had used thie&ta sickened and 
died, and shortly afterward Chief H unter 
became sick an a died. 
Then it wa9 that 
the tribe became convulsed with angry 
feelings toward the medicine man and a 
secret council was held in which it was 
determined 
that 
Batista 
must 
be 
executed. It was a law of the tribe 
th a t was to be put into effect and the 
lour 
defendants were appointed 
to 
execute the sentence. Accordingly late 
one night one of them called on the 
medicine man and told him that a sick 
Indian needed his services. 
Batista left 
hia cabin in which the former wife of 
Chief H unter had been installed and he 
had proceeded but a short distance when 
the sentence of the Indian Court was 
carried out. 
For this the four men 
named above were arrested and charged 
with murder, and yesterday appeared in 
Court. They had pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and yesterday they all with­ 
drew this 
plea and entered one of 
guilty of m anslaughter. This does not 
end 
the 
m atter 
however 
for 
there are several questions of law in­ 
volved which make the case most inter­ 
esting. 
It is claimed that the Indians, 
in carrying out the order of their tribu­ 
nal, did not make themselves amenable 
to the law of the United States, but the 
most im portant point raised is that the 
defendants were wards of the United 
States, and had not been instructed as to 
the laws which were made to govern the 
reservations. The point the attorneys 
for the defendants made was that their 
clients as such wards should have been 
made 
acquainted with the laws if 
they were to be am enable to them. 
If 
the Indians 
had been kept in 
ignorance of these laws 
and 
shut 
up 
on 
a 
reservation 
it was not 
justice that they should be punished for 
an offence which they had no means of 
knowing was such. 
It was held that 
while a white person or a citizen of the 
United States was supposed to know the 
law, and was therefore answerable to it, 
a different state of facta existed in regard 
to Indians, who were not supposed to 
know the law unless it had been read to 
them by the Indian Agent or posted on 
the reservation in their own language. 
Judge Roes took these questions under 
advisement, the attorneys on both sides 
agreeing to furnish briefs, and it was 
also agreed that in case the decision 
should be th at the defendants are not 
amenable to the law the plea will be 
stricken out and the case dismissed. 


TH E W O LFF TRIAL. 


P eterson T ells o f tUe sh o o tin g of 
W ilso n . 
Nothing of a sensational sort was de­ 
veloped in the testimony given in tli9 
Wolff trial yesterday. 
Mrs. Wolff was 
placed upon the stand in the m orning to 
go through with a cross-examination on 
the testimony which she had offered the 
day before, 
The entire morning was 
consumed in this WAy, but no serious 
break was made in the story which she 
told. The District Attorney began with 
her first meeting with Wilson and in­ 
quired minutely into their relations to 
one another. She related the story of 
the quarrel in the cabin and of the 
threats which the murdered m an used. 
Coming to the time of the shooting, the 
details of each occurrence were inquired 
into m inutely, but the witness held her 
own against all questioning. 
In the afternoon Peterson, the tailor 
friend of the Wolffs, was placed upon 
the stand and gave his account of the 
affair. It did not differ in any way from 
the story told by 
Mrs. Wolff, 
nor 
did 
it 
contribute 
much 
to 
the 
evidence 
obtained 
thus 
far. 
He 
told about the trip from Santa Ana 
io S an Juan-by-the-Sea, which resulted 
in the shooting of Wilson at Sharp’s 
hotel. “ I got a two-seated wagon De­ 
cause it would cost no more than a one- 
■eated wagon,” said he, “ and Wolff went 
along because he wanted to settle his 
money accounts with Wilson and Mrs. 
Wolff went for the ride. 
We saw Wilson 
at the Portuguese saloon'in San Juan 
Capistrano, and we whipped up to hurry 
past him. After I was through with my 
business I said we had bettor get some 
& eat at the hotel. There we met 
Wilson again, and he began to talk to us, 
but we left him and drove around to the 
corral. 
Wilson followed us around and 
continued to make threats. 
Wolff said, 
‘let us go around in front where everyone 
can see us.’ 
W hen Wilson received the 
second shot he fell on his side on the 
Crch, but I was so excited that I don’t 
ow how many shots were fired. When 
we got into the wagon again Wolff said, 
M will go and give myself up. I am sorry 
for what I did.’ Then Pope and the 
others rushed up and told us to throw up 
our hands.” 
The cross-examination of Peterson will 
begin at 10 o’clock this morning, to which 
time the court adjourned. 


THE BALLOT BOX. 


A R e w a rd fo r th e A rrest o f Ille g a l 
V oters. 
Governor Waterman has issued the 
following, under date of Sacramento, 
October 1 5 th : 
To mil th o u whom it m ay concern : 
A representative body of my fellow 
citisens, residents of San Francisco, in a 
JeWer gddresged to me under date Oc­ 
tober 5th, 1888, requested me bo assist 
them in securing and maintaining in that 
city the purity of the ballot box, so that 
the elective franchise might really repre­ 
sent the great and inestimable value 
which a free expression of opinion, un­ 
der such circumstances, should be vouch­ 
safed every man who has reached the 
period of lixe when, under the Constitu­ 
tion and laws of the country, he becomes 
a voter, and is endowed with all the 
power and vitality which citizenship ac­ 
cords him. fThe purity of the ballot, 
and the safety of the ballot box. is the 
real foundation upon which rests the pro­ 
, prosperity and perpetuity of our 


common country; and to my m ind, there 
is no crime named in the calendar more 
destructive to that foundation than the 
prostitution of the great privilege repre­ 
sented by the ballot. 
Men are arrested, tried, convicted and 
imprisoned for a simple robbery of the 
property of those they have tne power 
at the moment to subdue and overmatch, 
and iu the subsequent punishm ent in­ 
flicted the stern m andates of the law are 
recognized, in their application, as being 
em inently just and appropriate; but in 
the robbery of a man of his conscience, 
his free agency and hia opinion by the 
criminal, infamous and depraved, there 
is no adequate redress, in my judgment, 
save that which is enum erated in the list 
of offenses, which, in their retribution, 
come under the head of capital punish­ 
m ent. 
The free and intelligent voter, as he 
approaches the place selected, where and 
wherein his opinions, as developed in the 
paper representative held in bis hand, 
should not only believe, as the ballot 
leaves his possession and is dropped into 
the receptacle provided for its safety, 
that it will be honestly received and 
fairly counted; 
but, in addition, he 
should be fortified in the belief, also, 
that every power would be brought to 
bear by the proper authorities to protect 
him in his expression of opinion, at any 
hazard and without limitation as to cost. 
W hen events subsequent to au elec­ 
tion go to prove to those who never 
violate, and who always hold themselves 
am enable to the powers and the laws 
provided for their care and government, 
th at they have been robbed and defraud­ 
ed of the dearest privilege accorded 
them —the right to vote—by the vile, 
degraded and corrupt, they become dis­ 
heartened ; to a certain extent they lose 
their own self-respect, and Anally resolve 
not to lose it all by refusing ever after to 
take part in elections, and leaving the 
voting privilege to the scoundrels who 
have robbed them of that right by 
falsifying the record, and rendering a 
dishonest retu rn ; and the result is that 
the government of the country goes into 
the hands of those who, using it as a 
speculation, would destroy it after their 
own ends are served. 
To prevent this as far as possible a cer­ 
tain sum of money has been placed in 
my hands as a trust wherewith to offer 
rewards for the purpose above suggested ; 
and I do now, therefore, offer a reward 
of $250 for each person arrested and con­ 
victed of illegal voting, ballot-box stuffing, 
or any crime against the ballot, within the 
city and county of San Francisco, during 
the ensuing election.

Chaste Correctors Combat 
Criminality. 


•WORTHY 
WOMEN 
WORKERS. 


A Long Session of the Commission­ 
ers and Meager Results 
Obtained. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
held its regular session yesterday after­ 
noon, with Mayor Workman in the chair 
and Chief Benedict present. Mr. Hum­ 
phreys did not materialize until a late 
hour. 
The first matter to engage the atten- 
tention of the Commissioners was a peti­ 
tion by a committee of the Woman’s 
Temperance Union, consisting of Mes- 
dames E. C. Ransom, A. McFadden and 
Mary E. Garbutt as follows; 
To the Board of Police Commimoners: 
On behalf of the Central Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union of Los An­ 
geles, numbering ninety members, we 
protest against your action in permitting 
a saloon to be opened in the new post­ 
office building. 
We believe that the license of this 
place to be in direct opposition to the order 
and good morals of the city; and the 
fact of it being in so public a place, where 
hundreds of people are obliged to go 
daily, is a standing menace against the 
safety of our young men and boys, and 
a constant outrage againBt the feelings of 
of Christian people in this community. 
We therefore ask that this saloon be 
speedily closed. ‘Respectfully submitted 
A nna T. M cI ntosh, 
President W. C. T. U. 
E leaner C. R ansom, 
So ph ie A. K ey es. 
Los Angeles, September, 26, 1888. 
Chief Benedict submitted the following 
report: 
G entlem en—I have th e honor to m ake 
th e follow ing report on m atters sub m it­ 
ted to m e by your honorable board at the 
last m e e tin g: 
First. After investigation, I recom­ 
mend that a saloon license be granted to 
Jacob Adloff,northeast corner of Seventh 
and Main streets, as the applicant is a 
reputable man and| has conformed to 
the legal regulations. 
Second. At the last meeting of the 
Board I was instructed to carry out the 
order of the Board of October 3d and 
order all saloon-keepers and all restaur- 
ant-keepers selling liquors to close their 
places at 12 o’clock, midnight, each day, 
but I find no ordinance by which I can 
enforce the said order. 
Third. I have investigated the character 
of the saloon in the basement of the new 
Postoffice Building, and find that the 
proprietors, Messrs. 
Amelineau 
Goytino are conducting a restaurant at 
the said place and have only a side-board 
from which liquors are sold. The said 
proprietors have the written consent of 
the required number of property owners 
in the block, and the place is conducted 
in an orderly manner. I know of no 
reason why the license for the bar should 
be revoked. 
H. H. B en edict, 
Chief of Police. 
The matter of Detectives Harris and 
Metzler, charged with receiving moneys 
for outside work done by them, came up 
from last meeting. The complainant, J. 
W. Douglas, appeared and stated that he 
paid Captain Harris HO, which was for 
four days’ work. He had been informed 
that only a day and a half’s work had 
been done, and he wanted a rebate of 
$25. The charge dates back from the 
Lucas trial, and Captain Harris intimated 
that it was instigated by the Lucas outfit. 
Mayor Workman said to Mr. Harris 
that ’ he 
had 
been 
told 
that 
he (Harris) worked more energet­ 
ically with a reward offered, than with­ 
out one. 
Mr. Harris said that he had never re­ 
ceived anything for services done in the 
city’s interest, and produced witnesses to 
substantiate his statement. Decision 
reserved. 
Officer Van Luven’scoat business came 
op from yesterday, or rather Doyle’s 
coat. Ex-officer Doyle had difficulty in 
proving its purchase by Van Luven, but 
the Board decided that the latter officer 
shall pay Doyle $15 for the coat on the 
1st of November. 
The usual batch of anxious saloon­ 
keepers was on hand, and the first case 
taken up was that of Andrew Lindenfeld, 
corner of Main and Third streets. The 
charge was that women were allowed to 
frequent Lindenfeld’s place. Mr. Lin­ 
denfeld made a statement that he kept 
an orderly place, and the Commissioners 
concluded that he did evidently as the 
matter was referred back to the Chief, 
which means that it will be dropped. 
Applications and changes were as fol­ 
lows: 
J. Dupny, of 221 East Second street; 
protest entered and action postponed 
two weeks. 
Jacob Adhoff, northeast corner of 
Seventh and Main street, was granted a 
license for new saloon. 
Peter King’s, 86 San Pedro street, ap­ 
plication for license was referred to 
Chief to investigate. 
The application of Jean M. Arbadie 
was also referred to Chief. 
A change of license was granted F. H. 
Eberle, City Gardens, and Geo. Shaw, 
780 San Fernando street. The cases of 
M. Ryan, 318 New High street; Boyce & 
Narey, G04 Downey street:LucaIciscich, 
4 Ban Pedro street, and T. Kirkpatrick, 
Requena street, were referred to the 
Chief. 
Judge Austin reported that Officer Van 
Luven had not been at court to prosecute 
an offender who he had arrested. Van 
Luven was slightly lectured. 
Jailers Bedford and O’Hara were 
charged by the Chief with carelessly al­ 
lowing a prisoner to escape. The weight 
of evidence placed the fault upon the 
shoulders of Bedford. The charge was 
dismissed with a slight reprimand to the 
offender. 
, Adjourned. 
CLEVERLY CAUGHT. 
Lea Harria Captures the Hi 
Wanted at Klpon. 
The wrecking of a passenger train at 
Ripon, near Lathrop, on the Southern 
Pacific some two weeks ago will be re­ 
membered by readers of the H erald. 
A reward of $500 was offered by the com­ 
pany for the arrest of the criminal and a 
description was given of a tramp who 
had been loitering about the place on the 
day of the accident and on whom sus­ 
picion had fallen, Len Harris, the 
famous detective of the Southern Pacific, 
who was formerly stationed in this city 
and who is now at Oakland, took the 
matter in hand and a few days 
ago arrested the man wanted at Daggett, 
a distance of 400 miles from the scene of 
the wreck. The tramp gave 1\íb name 
as August Newman, and was taken to 
Stockton for his preliminary examina­ 


tion, as the offense was committed in 
San Joaquin county. A dispatch was 
received at the Southern Pacific offices 
yesterday stating that the trial took 
place during the day, and that Newman 
was held to answer, with bail fixed at 
$3,000.

THE WOLFSKILL TRACT. 
It Will be Opened by the End of 
the Year. 
There is no doubt now but that the 
Wolfskill depot will be opened by the 
end of the year. The controversy regard­ 
ing the right of way for the Santa Monica 
road ha9 been settled satisfactorily and 
graders will be at once put to work on the 
new route. The San Pedro street tracks 
are to be torn up and the original inten­ 
tion was to have the Santa Monica line 
connect with Alameda street by leaving 
San Pedro street at the Briswalter estate 
and crossing that property at the Hooper, 
Hannon and Vaughan places. A contro­ 
versy, however, arose over this and it 
ended in the Southern Pacific obtaining 
a new line. The road from Santa Monica 
will now run up San Pedro street 
to a point about half way between 
Washington and Vejar streets. Here it 
will turn into what was formerly known 
as the Clement place, but which is now 
occupied by John Goldsworthy and 
Kronis, the fruit man. It will then run 
through about the center of the Kaspar 
Cohn orchard and across Wolfskill street 
into the Hafen twenty-one acres of vine­ 
yard, and thence through Childs & Heil­ 
man’s thirty-four acre tract to Alameda 
street. As soon as this piece of road is 
completed the Wolfskill depot will be 
opened for business. The right of way over 
the Laguna Ranch to El Monte by which 
the overland travel will enter and leave 
the town has not yet been obtained, but 
this service will be operated by a Y 
which runs from Mission street to the 
junction of North Main and Alameda 
streets. A train arriving from the East 
will therefore swing around Naud’s ware­ 
house and go on to the Wolfskill depot 
without calling at San Fernando street. 
Going northward, however, trains will 
stop at the present main depot for pas­ 
sengers. 
CAMPAIGN BETS. 
An Offer to Put l.'p $1000 on Cleve­ 
land. 
As a number of diners were partaking 
of some of Jerry IUich’s dainties in one 
of the parlors last night the conversation 
drifted, as is usual at these times, to pol­ 
itics. After disposing of the question as 
to who would hang Anschlag, one gentle­ 
man stating that he had heard on good 
authority that Sheriff Kays would depu­ 
tize Officer Bosqui to carry out the sen­ 
tence, the question turned on to who 
would be the next Sheriff. Tom Rowan 
had several supporters, but one gentle­ 
man present was very enthusiastic about 
Martin Aguirre’s prospects.

Aguirre’s champion offered to bet $100 
in gold coin on his favorite and a pall of

THE MONTH’S SUPPLY. 
Tlic Southern Pacific Stocks lt« 
Coa I-bunker». 
During the past six months the South­ 
ern Pacific has had a fleet of coal-ships 
constantly discharging cargo at San 
Pedro. The fuel for the road, as far 
south as Gila Bend and as far north as 
Sumner, is supplied from this division, 
and coal-trains have been on the road 
nearly all the time filling up the bunkers. 
A good deal of 
the 
c al has 
come from Australia, some from 
British Columbia but most from England. 
Coal is exclusively used for firing on the 
California divisions except in the Sierras, 
where the company has unlimited wood 
resources. It is estimated that about ten 
months’ supply is now on hand, which 
is distributed at the coaling stations as 
follows: Los Angeles, 47,250; Indio, 
13,000; Wilmington, 4,000; San Pedro, 
7,000; Colton, 5,000; Mojave, 16,000; 
Sumner, 12,000; San Fernando, 3 000; 
Yuma, 5,000; Gila Bend, 5,000; scat­ 
tered, 2,000. 
SECOND STREET. 
Tlie Resident» Anxlnus to Open It 
up to the Klver. 
For some time past the opening up of 
Second street to the the river has agitated 
residents in that district who are anxious 
to have their main thoroughfare put in 
condition before the winter excursionists 
arrive. A stumbling block has presented 
itself in the Grange lodging-nouse on 
Los Angeles street, which occupies a 
position exactly in the centre of the 
survey of the street. 
Mr. M. L. 
Wicks, who owns considerable prop­ 
erty on the 
line of the street, 
offered to deed a right of way to the city, 
but on being requested to turn over the 
legal documents declines to do so until 
the Grange house is removed. The resi­ 
dents along the route are anxious that 
this matter shall be attended to at once, 
and look for the City Council to intervene 
and remove the blockade. 
A Raymond Party. 
The Raymond excursionists arrived at 
9 :30 o’clock yesterday morning over the 
Santa Fe, and later in the day proceeded 
to Coronado Beach. Quite a number of 
persons visited the First street depot to 
inspect the vestibuled train, which con­ 
sisted of a dining car and two sleepers. 
The coaches contained all the latest im­ 
provements, including the pneumatic aii* 
pressure, by which hot and cold water is 
supplied in the toilet rooms. At 1:10 p. 
m. the cars were attached to an engine 
and were whirled away Eastward again, 
A Big Engine. 
The new overland passenger engine for 
the Yuma Division was weighed yester­ 
day in the Southern Pacific yards. With­ 
out the tender it weighed 95,250 pounds, 
34,200, pounds being on the trucks and 
61,050 pounds on the driver. The weight 
of the tender fully equipped for the road 
is 68,150 pounds.

THE NEW CHARTER. 
The Toller» of «he City Oppo*e 
It. 
E ditors H erald—Thanking you for 
the stand taken against the proposed 
new Charter, I beg you to consider and 
with you, your many readers, the follow­ 
ing additional, vital objections to that 
instrument, on the part of the working­ 
men of our good city: The centraliza­ 
tion of power by giving only nine 
representatives, 
for 
about ninety 
thousands inhabitants, while the old 
Charter gave us fifteen Councilmen for 
fifteen thousand, is a grave objection of 
omission and commission in reducing our 
representation in the Council, from one 
in oDe thousand, down to ono Council­ 
man only, for ten thousand; and you 
know that as our population will very 
soon double up in number, it will then 
give us only one representative in the 
Council for twenty thousand souls, and 
there is no excuse for this vast reduction, 
for any common Council chamber 
could 
just 
as well accommodate 
eighteen men as nine for legislators, 
for all classes and all interests in this 
city, as to limit it to nine men, five, six 
or seven of which are made actual dic- 
a'ois ou the start, by having an unlim­ 
ited power on licenses, and over all the 
executive departments of this city; even 
over the veto of the Mayor; and all ques­ 
tions coming up, including finance. 
And how about license? It gives power 
for Council to tax by license “all occu­ 
pations.” Ouly think, Mr. Editor, this 
rot only takes you in, but every printer, 
reporter and operator of your office of 
any other kind; and if they do not in­ 
clude every man and woman of ‘‘all 
occupations,” the entire license system 
falls to the ground, for the law of the 
State allows no discrimination, and it 
will take in the women as well as every 
man., 
of 
e\erv 
occupation; 
and 
the incipient millionaire, who lias no 
occupation, but lives on his money, is 
the only person, man or woman, that 
can escape this unprecedented, this 
monstrous, this unheard of license! 
Are we ready for all this depletion of 
the power of the people; to limit the 
power of such a minority representation, 
that are actually enjoined and instructed, 
to become a tyrannical cabal on the very 
start of their omnipotent reign? And 
are not the people as well qualified to 
elect their own Chief of Police, Health 
Officer, and other heads of departments; 
as are these few, with their irresponsible 
committees, so far removed from the peo­ 
ple, and only acting as an aggregation of 
power for that little Council? 
And why was tbe clause of the old 
Charter left out, that prevented the 
Chinese from working on city contracts; 
and then so much pains taken to empha­ 
size, that all work for city shall be by 
contract, and that to tbe lowest bidder? 
Suppose the law of the State to be ex­ 
plicit on this point; would it deface the 
new Charter to reiterate this law and 
confirm and assure it to the working­ 
men without having to litigate with the 
Council or with contractors on such a 
law, after it has been violated and after 
the contractor has his pay, and it shall 
weaken the working element by throw­ 
ing them out of work, and make the re­ 
covery of the money to the city impos­ 
sible ? 
And I have a right to state by authority 
that can any time can bo given, 
that the ministerial virtue and morality, 
mixed to-be select, non-partisan ticket 
for the city election, are ready to push 
thro’ this oppressive and one-side Char­ 
ter, so as to heal all the past violation of 
good law, and make this city another 
Eden, ‘‘Demi Paradise,” even if it has to 
be done at the expense of the working 
men’s and woman’s rights; and the vio­ 
lation of all fairness, in the division of 
the city into its now, one-sided wards, 
designated in the Charter. 
A morality 
to be promoted and perpetuated by deny­ 
ing and violating the rights of the work­ 
ing classes, and grinding them down in 
the dust, by the competition this Charter 
enforces upon them with Chinese labor? 
We shall see! 
The working element is rising now to 
stay, in thiB city and woe to the tyrants 
that it shall grind into powder, if it takes 
all summer and a dry winter or 
two! 
It has a 
foundation 
now 
that it never had before, in the city, 
•State and Nation; in its trades unions, 
and its gallant Knights, composed of 
the fathers, mothers, brothers and sis­ 
ters of the people; of the builders of the 
Nation without whose right hands and 
patriotic hearts it would long since have 
gone down in secession, anarchy, dis­ 
grace and darkness. And this element 
must be, will be and shall be heard and 
felt in the close hereafter! 
We will give you morality and good 
laws, and we will help you enforce them, 
but you must not despise us, and you 
shall not conquer nor suppress us, gentle­ 
men of the bar, of the other bar, or of 
the pulpit! 
We will thank you to give us this much 
space, kind editor, for the Central Labor 
Conference of the K. of Land Labor

R e a d e r s of the H e r a ld to-day will 
find an interesting letter from the leaders 
of the labor element in this city.

It is probably steered 
by the ’ cunning and unscrupulous brain 
of the Republican ward-striker under 
whose guidance the gerrymander got into 
the Charter. The Democrat is not worthy 
the name who does not vote to over­ 
throw an instrument whose effect will be 
to deprive bis party for all time to come 
of any hand in the government of the 
city.

Orator K idney, who was famous on 
the sandlot in 1878, spoke at the Repub­ 
lican Wigwam last night. As a speci­ 
men of the kind of Btuff this ignoramus 
is deluging his hearers with we will 
mention that he triumphantly pointed to 
the fact that there w’as not a pound of 
Bessemer steel rail manufactured in the 
United States in 1862. But under the 
Republican high tariff that industry was 
established and flourished in this coun­ 
try. 
As Henry Bessemer had not 
brought his experiments to practical per­ 
fections till long after 1862, Kidney 
naturally knocked the Democratic party 
into a cocked hat! 


K ansas City has been trying to extend 
the city boundaries so as to bring under 
municipal taxation a large area subdi­ 
vided into acre tractB. The effort did 
not succeed. The Kansas City Star says: 
“ In the petition presented to the Coun­ 
cil by the millionaire owners of acre 
tracts not to extend the city limits, the 
Mastins signed for 120 acres, which they 
value at $20,000 an acre, or $2,400,000 iu 
all. One of the chief reasons why the 
limits should not be extended is to re­ 
lieve the Mastine from city taxation on 
nearly two and a half millions worth of 
property.” Twenty-thousand dollars per 
acre! For one hundred and twenty acres 
$2,400,000! Well! We had aU thought 
that our lands hereabouts were far 
too high, but in view of these 
figures it would appear that our property 
ia dirt cheap! Is there any land here 
outside the city limits held at $20,000 an 
acre? 
We know of lots 50x150 feet or 
five to the acre right on the edge of the 
dtv , in the best quarter, too, all level, 
on grade, and very eligible which were 
aold a few weeks ago for $500 each, or at 
the rate of $2,500 an acre. There is still 
aome room for expansion in values for 
oar lands. 


It la a P u b lic R eq uirem en t. 
It will not be long before we shall have 
a greater influx of visitors from the East 
than we ever had before. This is the 
universal opinion of railroad agents and 
others who have had the opportunity to 
find out what the trend of travel will lie 
this winter. Florida is out of the ques­ 
tion as a resort for Eastern people for a 
year at least. No one will feel like going 
to a section which has just gone through 
one of the worst sieges of yellow fever 
ever experienced anywhere in this 
country. Tourists are now' booking their 
names at the several overland < flices iu 
large numbers for Southern California, 
and when the election is over the great 
hegira will commence. Now what have 
we done to meet the wants of this great 
influx? We are but little better off to give 
it hotel accommodations now than we 
were last winter or the winter before. To 
be sure two or three fine hotels, of limited 
capacity, however, have been added to 
our list, as well as a number of genteel 
lodging buildings of pretentious dimen­ 
sions. But there remains still that great 
desideratum which every one admits our 
city ought to be supplied with—a first- 
class hotel on a large and sump­ 
tuous 
scale. 
Tiie 
foundations 
of 
such a hotel have been laid. 
Its 
architecture and plans have been sub­ 
mitted to many of the leading hotel men 
of the East, and been highly com­ 
mended. Such a hotel would be a posi­ 
tive advantage to Los Angeles in every 
respect. It would bring millions of dol­ 
lars into our city which would find their 
way into ail branches of business. It 
would increase our fame everywhere by 
the wide celebrity our place would re­ 
ceive from its guests. It would bring a 
class of rich people here, who, having 
once experienced the delicious balm of 
our matchless climate, would become 
permanent visitors as well as occasional 
purchasers of our city and country realty. 
Indeed such a hotel would soon lead to 
a multiplication of similar hotels to sup­ 
ply the increasing number of visitors it 
would help to attract. Los Angeles is 
naturally the best ¡hotel center in the 
United States, and nothing lias, in past 
years, done more harm to our city than 
the fact that a class of people, used to 
first-class hotel accommodations, would 
come here, and not finding them would 
leave disgruntled with the place. These 
people always gave us a black eye, and 
it was useless to try to paint it. We 
should now make a public effort to give 
Los Angeles a hotel that will vie with 
any caravansary in the land. 
Is 
there sot a hint in the fact that a train 
of vestibule cars filled with Easte m ex­ 
cursionists passed through here yester­ 
day for San Diego. The new Coronado 
hotel will account for that. 


“ P ro fit on Prune*. 
Yesterday we published extracts col­ 
lected by the Chino Champion from 
various sources in this State showing the 
enormous profits realized from the French 
prune, a tree which thrives and produces 
abundantly in various parts of California. 
For the past twelve years this has been a 
very favorite production in Santa Clara 
valley. Senator Routier has bad marve­ 
lous success in growing this fruit on his 
bottom lands adjoining the Ameri­ 
can 
river, 
some 
ten 
miles 
from 
Sacramento. La9t 
year he 
dried twenty tons of prunes from 
six hundred trees—planted out one hun­ 
dred to the acre—and realized $4000 for 
the crop. That is certainly a very hand­ 
some return. But even this return was 
surpassed last year in Tulare county, 
where Mr. B. C. Anderson received for 
the product of his trees at the rate of 
$000 per acre. He plants 108 trees to the 
acre. Large as this return is, it is sur­ 
passed by the sum realized by Mr. James 
Loney, who has a two-acre orchard at 
Pomona in this county. He sold the 
crop for $1900, or at the rate of $950 
per acre. 
The possibility of such returns as 
these ought to induce our fruit growers 
to turn their attention to the French 
prune. Mr. Routier strongly recommends 
the selection of bottom lands as the 
best for the successful raising of this 
fruit. 
He says that the trees must be 
grafted or budded on plum stock from 
one to two years old, and set out at the 
rate of one hundred trees to the acre. 
Whilst Mr. Routier may have fouud by 
experience that in the American valley 
the prune thrives best in bottom lands, 
we have an instance here of a most 
prodigous production of trees planted on 
foot-hill soil. Mr. Klaussen has a small 
orchard of prunes on his place in the 
Cahuenga foot-hills, and they are liter­ 
ally groaning with their burden of fruit. 
It haDgs from limbs that are entirely 
covered with great berries, and which 
have to be supported with strong poles. 
This fact proves that prunes can be suc­ 
cessfully grown in two kinds of lands, of 
which we have unlimited quantities in 
this county. 
But in this county the successful 
growth of the French prune is not con­ 
fined to either of the lands mentioned. 
In the vicinity of Anaheim it has been 
grown for years and the most prolific and 
luxuriant crops secured. The land there 
is neither bottom nor mesa, but a gener­ 
ous Boil partaking of the character of 
both. We have not the slightest doubt 
that the fruit can be Eucceesfully raised 
on the mesas with a small modicum of 
irrigation. 
The dried French prune has the world 
for a market; and, as we have seen from 
the experiences we have quoted, it is 
about the best paying fruit crop that can 
be raised. What is to prevent our far­ 
mers and others from planting out prune 
trees and participating in the bonanza 
which this particular industry holds out 
to them. Hundreds of thousands of acres 
are lying idle in this county, and avail­ 
able to those who wish to enter upon this 
most promising industry and become 
rich. The man who purchases ten acres 
and plants out one hundred prune trees 
to the acre, will, according to Senator 
Routier’s experience, reduced to a form­ 
ula, realize $1000 for his crop the fourth 
year; $6000 the fifth; and in ascend­ 
ing ratio until the trees have reached 
their full bearing growth, when they will 
produce from 140,000 to 300,000 pounds 


of prunes, which at the selling rate of 10 
•ents per pound, would give the princely 
return of from fourteen to thirty thousand 
dollars for each year’s crop. But the 
grower could afford to largely discount 
these figures and still have a very com­ 
fortable net income from his ten acres. 


Malt It D o w n . 
The Overland Monthly for October has 
a most savory article on salt, from the 
pen of Mr. W. A. Beatty. Mr. Beatty 
says that salt is not a product of the skill 
or of the ingenuity of the human mind. 
It is tbe product of nature, and is one of 
the prime necessaries of life. But there 
have grown up about its production giant 
monopolies, which are protected and en­ 
couraged by the tariff. Tbe people are 
using annually about 10,000,000 barrels 
of salt, and there has been a steady in­ 
crease per capita for tbe last decade. Of 
this, more than 4,000,C00 barrels are pro­ 
duced in Michigan against 2,800,000 bar­ 
rels produced elsewhere in the country, 
and 3,200,000 barrels imported. The 
value of tbe imported article is $1,455,­ 
385, with a duty of $675,806, or an ad 
valorem rate of $49.92 on a hundred dol­ 
lars. Cheap salt is a necessity, and will 
work no hardship upon its producers. 
It is needed in our great packing estab­ 
lishments for pork and beef, for our fish 
meu, and for those who cure pork, either 
for their own use or for the m arket; and 
for our butter-mokers, who are exporting 
butter largely. Mr. Beatty goes on to 
say that it is the testimony of experts 
that salt produced in the United States 
cannot be successfully used in the dairy 
business — there are certain chemical 
properties in foreign salt that make the 
latter a necessary article. In support of 
the writer’s general position, Mr. Whit­ 
ney, of Michigan, who voted for the 
Mills Bill, and who is a great salt manu­ 
facturer, testifie: that he now success­ 
fully competes with English salt in all 
the cities of the Atlantic seaboard, and 
can continue to do so without the pres­ 
ent tariff. Mr. Blaine, Mr. Reed, and 
half a dozen other prominent Re­ 
publicans now opposing this pro­ 
vision of the Mills bill, wanted 
to put salt on the free list twelve or 
fifteen years ago. In a debate on the 
subject in 1871, Mr. Hale said: “I be­ 
lieve this matter (salt) should go upon 
the free list; that the monopoly which 
has obtained heretofore for the Onondaga 
salt works—as great and complete as any 
monopoly ever granted by tbe Tudors in 
England’s most despotic times—ought to 
cease.” All of which shows the influ­ 
ence of politics upon the consideration of 
a question which ought to be determined 
solely by the needs and in the interests 
of the great mass of consumers. 
In this connection it is worth while to 
mention the fact that the existing tariff 
tax on salt is remitted in tavor of the 
fish-curerB of Maine and Massachusetts. 
But why the fish-curers of tbe Eastern 
coast should have the remission more 
than the farmers of the country who use 
vast quantities of salt in their industry 
it is impossible to say ; unless it be that 
the New England fishermen had to be 
placated by a douceur, as they are a 
political power in the .States from which 
monopoly tariffs originate. In the mean­ 
time the Republicans are determined 
that the farmers of California, who have 
already paid $7,000,000 in duties for jute 
sacks to carry their wheat to market, and 
which are tared when the wheat is sold, 
shall continue to pay this enormous tax. 
The Mills bill places jute on the free list. 
Think of that, farmers, when you come 
to vote. 


At last we know what the registered 
vote of Los Angeles city and county is. 
Heretofore we have had to guess at what 
the figures would foot up. The clerical 
work is at length finished, and the re­ 
sults footed up. The city comes to the 
front with 15,060 voters on the roll, and 
the country comes along as nearly pari 
passu as possible. So that, instead of 
twenty-eight thousand, the county has 
rising thirty thousand registered voters. 
It is now in order to claim at least five 
thousand voters who have come here 
within a year, and who, therefore, not 
being able to vote, did not register. The 
meaning of this is that thirty-five thou­ 
sand voters gives the county a* popula­ 
tion of one hundred and sixty-five thou­ 
sand souls. This city’s population to­ 
day is pressing ninety thousand people. 


The proposed Charter authorizes the 
Health Officer to charge ten dollars each 
for every permit to exhume and remove 
a dead body. This is simply an outrage. 
Why should the city charge ten dollars 
for such a purpose ? Surely the expenses 
of exhumation and those attending ship 
ping bodies East are bard enough to be 
borne by the friends of the dead, without 
imposing upon them a sweating penalty 
of this enormous character. 1 he bulk of 
tbe population of Los Angeles has but 
recently come from the other side of the 
Rockies. It is but natural that the friends 
of those who die here should wish to 
place their remains in the old family 
burying ground; but this proposed Char­ 
ter exacts an outrageous charge for the 
mere permission to remove a body. 


The Times, true to its unscrupulous 
partisan policy, wants the proposed 
Charter adopted. Of course it does. It 
pretends that its endorsement is based 
upon the intrinsic merits of the instru­ 
ment; but it is only pretense. 
The 
Timet favors the proposed Charter simply 
and solely because it gerrymanders the 
wards of the city so as to give the Re­ 
publicans a certainty of carrying seven 
out of the nine. 


T k e M in n eapolis W h ea t Steal. 
Minneapolis, October 17.—The wheat 
steal case was in Court to-day, the whole 
history of the case came out for the first 
time. From 30,000 to 40,000 bushels of 
wheat were stolen from the elevator. It 
is alleged that D. C. Moak & Co., who 
recently failed, were the principals. W. 
G. Harley, bookkeeper and Chas. Mason, 
foreman of the elevator, are named as 
accessories. Cars were overloaded at 
the elevator and delivered to the firm. 
More disclosures and arrests are ex­ 
pected.

TELLER TALKS OS THE TARIFF. 


A Charge Levelled at Sunset Cox 
Reverts as a Republican 
Boomerang.

W ashington, October 17.—In the Sen 
ate to-day at the beginning of business 
the Republican side was represented by 
eight Senators, the i lemocratic by ten. 
The Committee on Foreign Relations 
were authorized to sit during recess for 
tho investigation of the La Abra Claim 
against Mexico. 
Tbe Senate then re­ 
sumed the consideration of the Tariff 
bill and was add reseed by Teller. 
He would not, he said, have returned 
to trouble the Senate with any remarks 
if the Secretary of the Treasury had not 
seen fit recently to make such statements 
in a public speech from the steps of the 
Sub-Treasury iu New York, which he 
Teller; thought was not supportsd by his 
record and needed contradiction. 
The 
Secretary had fallen into a very general 
mistake that tho interests of Wall Btreet 
were the interests o i the whole 
country, 
and 
if 
the 
acts 
of 
tbe 
administration 
were 
in accordance with Wall street .deas they 
must he necessarily in tho interest of the 
whole people. He Teller' denied that 
such an inference was correct. What he 
complained of was that the financial pol­ 
icy of the Administration had been con 
ducted on a Wall street basis, and that 
the Government was controlled by Wall 
street influences and Wall street interests 
lo the entire disregard of the great in 
terests of the people. 
Teller having referred to the attempts 
of the Administration to suppress B ilver 
dollar coinage, and having upbraided the 
Democratic Senators and Representatives 
for their failure to oppose them, Pugh 
asked him whether the bulk of the South 
ern Democrats had not prevented the 
suspension of sil ver coinage, and whether 
they were not now charged as being con­ 
spirators in a movement to destroy 
Northern industries. 
Teller replied that be had on more 
than one occasion given due considera­ 
tion to the Democratic .Senators for their 
enlightened and advanced position on 
the silver coinage question, but when he 
saw the same Senators now supporting 
the administration which directly and 
positively opposed their former avowed 
policy on that question, he was amazed. 
He characterized the course of the Treas­ 
ury Department in not using the surplus 
for the purchase of 3 per cent, bonds as 
“imbecility of the grossest character,” 
and said more money had been lost in 
that way than would have paid every 
vetoed pension bill for more than 150 
years, but that course had been in the 
interest of tho bondholder of the money 
lender, of the money grabber, and not in 
interest of the poor man. Tbe economic 
policy of the administration did not, be 
said, commend itself to tbe American 
people. 
At the close of Teller’s speech, Alli­ 
son offered a concurrent resolution for a 
recess of Congress from Saturday next to 
November 19th. 
Cockrell opposed a 
recess, and suggested that it would l>e 
much better to provide for a final ad­ 
journment with an understanding that 
there would lie no Christmas holidays, 
and that the Tariff bill would then be 
pressed to final action. After some dis­ 
cussion tbe resolution went over till to­ 
morrow. 
Morgan proceeded to address the Sen­ 
ate on the Tariff bill. He referred to 
Allison’s recess adjournment as a piece 
of finesse to cover the death of the bill. 
The fact was that the Republican Sena­ 
tors did not intend to pass the bill now 
or hereafter. The Senate bill was a mere 
masquerade of monopoly disguieed in tbe 
innocent appearance of fair dealing and 
justice to the country. He quoted some 
statements made by Mr. Beck and de­ 
clared with emphasis that the Senate of 
the United States was the subsidized 
slave of the monopolist. 
Aldrich desired to make a denial of the 
facts stated by Beck, but Morgan de­ 
clined to yield because Beck was not 
present. Without action on the bill the 
Senate adjourned.

W ashington, October 17.—Ti e speaker 
laid before the House twelve pension 
veto messages. Referí ed to tbe Com­ 
mittee on Invalid Pensions. 
Cox, of New York, on a question of 
privilege, sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read an editorial from the New York 
Tribune, charging him with sending un­ 
bankable matter through the mails under 
his frank. Cox said he called on the edi­ 
tor of the Tribune and was shown tbe 
package referred to. He declared that 
the signature of his name on it was a 
forgery. Cox added, that at his request 
the Postofiice Department investigated 
the matter, aud the Inspector found that 
the package was sent without Cox’s 
authority, and was a forgery; that it did 
not appear that the package which was 
seat to Mrs. Beebe, the postmistress at 
Apalachin, New York, was authorized to 
be mailed at either the National or 
State Democratic headquarters in New 
York, and that the name of the 
forger could not be discovered, as 
the Tribune refused to give up the pack­ 
age. Cox added that unfrankable mat­ 
ter had also been sent under franks of 
Congressmen Hovev, of Indiana, Kean, 
of New Jersey, and Quay, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. They were notified, and the first- 
named replied that the frank was un­ 
authorized by him. The other two had 
not yet replied. Cox said he brought 
the matter before the House with the 
view of having action taken which would 
prevent this violation of the franking 
privilege in the future. Unfrankable 
matter was still being sent out by Sen­ 
ator Quay and others, notwithstanding 
that the Postmaster-General had called 
attention to it. 
Henderson, of Iowa, inquired what 
evidence the gentleman had that such 
documents were being sent out. 
Cox stated that he had information 
from the Postmaster-General. A gentle­ 
man from Missouri (Mansur) tola him 
that Missouri was flooded with such 
documents, under the frank of Senator 
Quay. He had in his hand certain docu­ 
ments directed to R. H. Hurd. New- 
Berne, N. C., which were not frankable, 
but bore the frank of Senator Quay. 
Continuing, Cox said the Tribune made 
him a handsome apology on the 30th, 
ultimo. 
He knew the article was 
libelous; he knew that the matter 
would be developed after election, and 
he rested easy over it; but the Tribune 
had since published a fac simile of tbe 
frank, reduced in size, so that the signa­ 
ture was About the size of his signature. 


He bad no knowledge that his colleague, 
Delano, who sent the package to the 
Tribune, was mixed up in this business. 
He hoped he was not. He had noti­ 
fied his colleague to be here, but he had 
uot arrived. 
Heudereon, of Iowa, said he knew 
that Iowa was flooded with documents 
such as were in the package to which 
Cox referred, lie did not know whether 
they were sent there under franks or 
not, and he suggested that the Post­ 
master General had been swift to give 
Republican illustrations, but refrained 
from giving a Democratic one. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, said be was 
sorry that Cox reflected on Quay. The 
documents sent to Hurd, of North 
Carolina, were extracts from the Con­ 
gressional Record, with sub-heads added. 
He did not think this made the matter 
unfrankable. 
After a discussion during which it 
developed that other members of Con­ 
gress were sending out matter with sub­ 
heads, the matter was dropped. 
Kilgore, of Texas, offered a resolution 
providing for final adjournment on the 
20thinst. Referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Adjourned. 
T H E SIOUX EM ISSA RIES. 
S ecretary V ila* E xplain* tk e New 
I.aw to th e Chief*. 
W ashington, October 17.—The Secre­ 
tary of tbe Interior to-day met the Sioux 
Chiefs by appointment and read and 
carefully explained the changes which 
the President had decided to recommend 
to Congress, provided tho Indians signify 
their willingness to accept the law with 
the proposed amendments. Secretary 
Vilas spoke for about two and one-half 
hours, fully explaining every point. He 
complimented the Indians on their 
manly speeches and declared that the 
Government was deeply interested in 
their welfare. The proposed changes 
are:First. The Government will place to 
the credit of the Indians one dollar for 
every acre of land disposed of to home­ 
steaders during the first three years after 
the j assage of the law, and seventy-five 
cents per acre for all lands eo disposed 
of during the next two years, and fifty 
cents per acre for all lands disposed 
of after the expiration of these five years. 
Instead of the $1,000,000 being now set 
apart for the benefit of the Indians, 
$2.000,000 shall be eo set apart to draw 
interest at fivo per cent. Out of this 
amount $20 shall be paid each man, 
woman and child within six months of 
the passage of the act. This is in addi­ 
tion of the payments which the 
present act calls for. Instead of being 
supplied with oxen, the President 
proposes that each head of a family shall 
be supplied with a pair of American 
mares and double harness. By tho pro­ 
posed amendments the Sautees and 
Flandraus are prevented from sharing 
with the Sioux in the proceeds of the 
contemplated sale. The last amendment 
provides that all the allotments shall be 
absolutely free from taxation for twenty- 
five years. Other minor changes are 
made. The chiefs took the matter under 
consideration and will report to the 
Secretary probably to-morrow, w hether 
they will recommend to their tribe the 
rejection or acceptance of the law as 
amended. 
The Indians held a pow-wow of a few 
minutes’ duration after leaving the In­ 
terior Department for tbe purpose of 
ascertaining each others’ sentiments. No 
decision was reached. To-morrow morn­ 
ing they will meet and decide’ what 
answers to give the Secretary. 
S T R E E T RAILW AY M OUILS. 
Tlic M agnates lu N u tio u al C onven­ 
tio n —New D ep artu res SuggeNleil. 
W ashington, October 17.—The Ameri­ 
can Street Railway Association met to­ 
day. The delegates present represented 
nearly every city of prominence. Presi­ 
dent Holmes, of Chicago, delivered the 
annual address. The subject of carrying 
mails by street cars was considered by a 
committee. Several roads running be­ 
tween postoflices have secured the desig­ 
nation of United States mail carriers 
from the Government. The only objec­ 
tion is the obstructions that occur froru 
wagons and other traffic. The commit­ 
tee has consulted with the postofiice 
authorities, and it was decided by tbe 
latter that such designation shall be 
given only to those lines running between 
postoflices. The suggestion of the com­ 
mittee that letter boxes be placed in 
street cars to facilitate the distribution of 
mails was favorably received by the 
authorities, aud suitable boxes are now- 
being devised for this purpose. The 
strike question was vigorously handled 
by the convention. 


A K T H t R ’ S ADDRESS. 


Tlie 
Strike R e v ie w e d —A F a ll 
urc to tke C o m p a n y . 
R ichmond, Va., October 17.—At the 
International Convention of the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers to-day 
Grand Chief Arthur, in his annual ad­ 
dress said, regarding the Brotherhood’s 
recent strike: 
“ Upon the threshold of the new year, 
wo have witnessed the severest strike 
in the history of the Brotherhood, 
namely the strike on the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy system. Never, 
even in our earliest days, when 
the -powers 
then 
in 
existence 
strove 
to 
crush 
us, have we 
met with such stubborn resistance 
against simple right and justice. Every 
known expedient was tried to brine 
about a settlement between the company 
and the men, only to meet with the ut­ 
most indifference, and we were forced 
to yield to the 
inevitable 
and 
sanction 
a 
strike. 
Had 
either 
the president or general manager shown 
the slightest disposition to treat the men 
fairly bb the managers of other roads 
have done, there would have been no 
strike. Surely there is no good cause why 
they ought not pay their engineers 
and firemen as much as their com­ 
petitors. 
They both admitted they 
had 
as 
good a class of men 
as there were on any road in the coun­ 
try. We know as a rule there is nothing 
to be gained by resorting to strikes. 
They are the bane of every organization 
that engages in them. ’ It is, and 
has ever been the policy of both the 
Brotherhoods, to avoid ¿hem as much 
as possible. 
Mr. Perkins and Mr. 
Stone are the first railway officials we 
were unable to settle with during the 
past eleven years, and when we agreed 
to submit our claims to any three general 
managers in Chicago and abide their 
decision, and they were unwilling to do 
likewise, it showed that they knew they 
were in the wrong.” 
Arthur said he would never regard the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy strike a 
failure, except on the part of the road. 
It would serve to purge the Brother­ 
hood of the 
dangerous 
element, 
and to add largely to its numbers. 
It was extremely mortifying, he said, to 
think that any of the members of the 
organization should so far forget them 
selves as to become involved in any 
scheme or plot to destroy life or property. 
The Brotherhood condemns all acts of 
lawlessness, and will punish the guilty.

DJNKANED VINES. 


11 lin t th e M icroscopic E xam ina* 
tlon* D U closc. 
San F rancisc o, October 17.—The scien­ 
tists employed by the State to examine 
into the cause of the disease which is 
affecting the vines in Los Angeles county 
have made their second repoit to Viti- 
cultural Commissioner Wheeler. The 
report is 
dated 
from 
San 
Ga­ 
briel and is signed by Ethelbert 
Downey. He says during the week 
new parts of tlie vineyards have been 
examined and tbe microscopic examina­ 
tion of leaves and branches has been 
continued. 
The examihation of new 
parts of the vineyard planted with other 
varieties, and containing younger vines 
than the portion previously examined, 
has not revealed* any new features 
of apparent importance so far as 
the ones above ground are concerned. 
Among those examined the Matra and 
Burger varieties have suffered most, the 
former severely. Trasseau, Zinfandel, 
Cenogean and Grenoche Buffered but 
little. Wild vines die in the very same 
way. Up to the present no trace of 
insects has been found on tho vines. 
When they are first affected the leaves 
appear to be colorless.

Besides the 
Judge and prominent visitors and citizens 
in carriages, the procession included 
veteran soldiers, railroad men, visitiug 
clubs, the Fort Wayne Democratic 
organizations, citizens on foot, hunters 
and shootiDg clubs, butchers, tradesmen 
floats and wagons. The procession was 
formed at noon and after marching 
through the stieets went to Hamilton 
fields, where three speaking stands had 
been erected. 
BANDANAS EVERYWHERE. 
Prominent along the line of procession 
was the bandana; handkerchiefs, dresses, 
coats and umbrellas of bandana red, 
gave a brilliant appearance to the parade. 
Governor Gray, Senator Voorhees and 
ex-Senator McDonald stood with Judge 
Thurman on the hotel balcony as he re­ 
viewed the parade, which took thirty- 
one minutes to pass. One big wagon 
carried a pyramid of handsome young 
ladies, dressed in bandanas, who waved 
and cheered enthusiastically in response 
to the ovation given them by the crowd. 
When the carriages reached the speak­ 
ing stand at 2 o’clock 10,000 people were 
already on the ground, while several 
thousand more were soon added to the 
audience. At the sight of Judge Thur­ 
man the crowd cheered heartily and dur­ 
ing his remarks they applauded gener­ 
ously. 
Fred J. S. Haven, of Fort Wayne, on 
behalf of M. B. Masters, who has voted 
the Democratic ticket for fifty years, 
presented the Judge a hickory cane, 
which had been cut and suitably en­ 
graved by Mr. Masters.

In response Judge Thurman said:

[Applause.] This response was made 
after his regular speech, which was brief, 
and was followed by short talks to the 
people on the other side of the stand 
who were unable to see and hear as they 
wished.

A Democrat 
all my life, it would be impossible for me 
to see the energy and patriotism of the 
party here, without feeling my heart 
swelling with emotion and making me 
prouder than ever of this great and 
worthy Democratic State.

The streets 
were lined with the multitude and the 
shouts for “Cleveland and Thurman” 
alternated with cries for the State can­ 
didates, made the night air tumultuous. 
The torchlight procession came first and 
was viewed from the hotel balcony, after 
which Judge Thurman was driven 
through the crowded streets to the rink. 
During the parade an explosion of 
fireworks resulted in the fatal injury of 
Lorenzo Bourse and the 6erious shaking 
up of several others. 
PLAIN, HONEST TRUTH. 
Judge Thurman spoke with ease in a 
strong, clear voice for forty-eight minutes 
and was distinctly heard in all parts of 
the rink. He opened by saying that he 
would not indulge in any flowers of rhe­ 
toric, but speak in plain, honest truth to 
the best of his knowledge and belief as 
to the reasons why the people should 
re-elect Grover Cleveland President of 
the United States. He said: 
For three and one-half years and e 
little more he has administered the gov­ 
ernment of this country with such abil­ 
ity, integrity, courage and patriotism, 
that he is entitled to the good will 
and confidence of the American people.

Uoei Mot Speak a t T ippecanoe an d 
SneakM Off! to C hicago. 
T ippec a n o e B attle G round, near 
Lafayette, Ind., October 17. — Blaine, 
General Alger, General Gibson and other 
distinguished speakers arrived at the 
battle ground at 12:40. The booming of 
cannon announced their arrival to the 
assembled thousands and brought au 
enormous crowd to the station to greet 
the guests of the day. Ten thousand 
people clamored around the little station 
and the confusion was very great. 
Mr. 
Blaine was not feeling well this morn­ 
ing, having caught a cold last night. 
He did not immediately alight from 
his car, but followed General Alger and 
General Gibson to the tabernacle later. 
The tabernacle stands in the center of 
the grounds on the high ground of the 
historic battlefield. As early as 9 o’clock 
the mammoth building was crowded to 
suffocation with 10.000 clamoring on the 
outside to get in. It was with great diffi­ 
culty that the local committee piloted 
General Alger and his party to the speak­ 
ers’ stand. 
Ex-Secretary Richard W. 
Thompson was introduced as permanent 
chairman, 
who 
succeeded 
in se­ 
curing 
partial 
order 
and 
intro­ 
duced General Alger, who addressed 
the multitude for half an hour. 
The distinguished Michigander received 
an ovation on his appearance, and when 
he declared that General Benjamin Har­ 
rison would be the next occupant of the 
White House, the audience went wild, 
and the cheers were re-echoed back by 
ihe thousands outside. It ia estimated 
that there were 30,000 people on the 
grounds. Overflowing outdoor meetings 
were held during Alger’s speech. The 
confusion continued, and the speaker 
was compelled to stop several times as 
crowds outside persistently attempted to 
squeeze the life out of the 5,000 inside 
the tabernacle. General Adam King 
was the next speaker. In the middle of 
his speech, Blaine arrived, and as 
he came upon 
the platform the 
multitude rose and cheered frantically 
for several minutes, and Chairman 
Thompson announced that Blaine’s 
voice would not permit him to make a 
speech today; that his general health 
was good, but his throat was again 
troubling him and he must be excused. 
Blaine again came forward and received 
another ovation. The confusion, how­ 
ever, was so grerjí that he did not at­ 
tempt to say a ’ word. He waved his 
handkerchief, signifying to the crowd to 
be silent, but the cheers and confusion 
continued. Blaine soon retired to his 
car. He left at 2 :40 for Chicago.

The train left the battle 
ground at 3:10, nearly an hour late. It 
was not generally known at the battle 
ground that Blaine would leave so early, 
but his throat trouble caused a change of 
programme and was the reason for his 
early departure for Chicago.
